A very pretty little game is being played at 


Albany to befog, mystify and cover tip the 
enormous printing frauds by which the peopl 
have been bled to the amount of nearly half u 
million dollars a year for several years pasl 
by the enterprising printers and journalists at 
tbe State capital, led by the firm of which 
Thurlow Weed is the head. Several days ago 
the HERALD showed that in the supply bill of 
1871, Weed, Parsons Jk Co., of Albany, figured 
for the neat sum total of one hundred" and 
eighty thousand dollars, mainly for worthless 
books ordered by the Legislature and bogus 
claims for exira composition, e.tira litho- 
fraphingand the like, while, in the same year, 
the whole amount expended upon department 
and legislative printing reached between four 
and five hundred thousand dollars. 
Since 


then an investigation, now going on before 
a legislative committee into the management 
of the State Insurance Bureau, has developed 
the fact 
that, to secure the printing of 


that department, Thiirlow Weed and his 
partners paid to an agent, named Sonth- 
wtck, twenty-five per cent of the'amount 
of their bills, which twenty-five per cent was, 
of course, made up by overcharges to the 
State. 
The Legislature, unable to close its 


eyes to these disgraceful operations, moved for 
an inquiry into the contracts existing and the 
amonnts expended for State printing last year; 
but the Senate refused to extend the investiga- 
tion into the printing operations of 1869 and 
1870, and in the Assembly the subject was 
referred to the Printing Committee—a parlia- 
mentary method of smothering it altogether or 
of submitting a very dirty piece of business lo 
a whitewashing process. 


The game now is to raise a great deal of 


political smoke over certain charges of a 
paltry character brought against the Senate 
Clerk, James Terwilliger, for receiving the 
sum of four thousand dollars from Weed, 
Parsons & Co. for proof-reading or other 
services, and, nnder cover of this, to evade 
all inquiry into the plunder of nearly half a

Senate, and from the character of the contest 
the result is very significant. 
With this va- 


cancy unfilled tbe State Senate slands a tip 
This election, therefore, wag for the odd trick, 
which would give to the winning party the 
control of the Senate, and, to this extent, the 
control of the Legislature. Bnt tbe Senato- 
rial district concerned, embracing nine wards 
of Philadelphia, on a full poll and a square 
division of parlies gives a republican majority 
of aome seven thousand and more. 
There 


WM, then, no chance for the democrats in a 
square fljrht to elect one of their own party in 
this district. 
But "where there is a will 


there is a way ;" and the democrals had the 
•Will, and Colonel A K. MeCInre, a very 
prominent republican politician on the half 
shell in Pennsylvania, pointed out the way, 
aud here we get at the milk in the cocoannt. 


Colonel McClure is a reform republican—that 


Is, like Mr. Greeley and others, he has had 
enough of General Grant and the cold shoul- 
der at the Custom House, and so he goes for a 
change. The Custom House republicans call 
him a "sorehead," and at all events he was 
an office-seeker (he is not an office-holder) and 
he is dead against Grant He is a man of fine 
abilities, widely, known, and is "a mighty 
smart politician," and knows how to "rua the 
machine." He turned up as the independent 
republican Senatorial candidate in this Phila- 
delphia contest against Mr. Gray, the regular 
party nominee and the administration candi- 
date. 
Next it so happened that the demo- 


crats did not make a nomination. 
They re- 


solved to try the "passive policy" and sup- 
port McClure. They could not do better, and 
with this understanding from the start it was 
Considered doubtful whether Gray or McClure 
would be elected. 
The election of McClure 


•would have been an immense victory for tbe 
anti-Grant republicans, for it would have 
given them, tn this one man, the balance of 
power In the Pennsylvania Legislature. This 
Was understood on all sides, and Mr. Greeley, 
with other outsiders of the same school, did 
•what he could for McClure, although ths 
Colonel in the canvass, like Joey B., was 
"devilish sly," and fought it simply as an in- 
dependent republican. 


But McClure was defeated and Gray was 


elected, though only by some nine hundred 
majority, which indicates a loss of six thou- 
sand in this district to General Grant. At 
this rate the anti-Grant republicans with the 
democrats can sweep the State of Pennsyl- 
vania.
